Startling Frauds in the New 
Custom House. 

Private information had been given 
to the United States Commissioner 
and Assistant District Attorncy of the 
Eastern District of Brooklyn, to the 
effect that certain parties had attempt- 
cd to fraudulently export three bun- 
dred barrels of vokal out of New 
York without peying the tax, and de- | 
tectives were at once pnt on their 
track. After considerable difficulty 
the plot was discovered, and the | 
names of all the parties concerned are | 
now known to the United States | 
officials, The following are ali the 
facts connected with the case that we 
are Fi liberty to publish for the pre- 
sent : in 

The three hundred barrels in ques- 
tion were originally owned by the firm 
of Cuthbert & Cunningham, extensive

have also bonded warehouses for the 
storage of bonded goods. They 
she goods ts 2 man named thom 
Fabian, ostensibly from Richmond, 
who bonded the goods in the custom 
house for exportatior on board a ves- 
sel called the Anemon, which was 
registered in the usual form. This 
entry of the goods in the custom 
house was made in the came of Rich- 
ard Clancy, who turns out to be a 
mythical character, having existence 
only in the fertile imagination of the 
chief actors in the fraudulent transac- 
tion. Clancy’s name appeared on the 
shipping papers, and three bonds 
were given, with tvo sureties each— 
one for the shipment of one hundred 
and seventy barrels, one for one hun- 
dred and thirteen, and another for 
seventeen—making in all three hun- 
dred barrels. The date of the entry 
was October 10, and the bonds were 
actually filled up and assigned at the 
custom house on that day, which 
could not have been the case had not 
some of the entry clerks been in col- 
lusion with the perpetrators of the 
fraud. 

The entry sets forth that the alco- 
hol was in the Louded warehouse of 
Cuthbert & Cunningham, the origi- į 
nal owners of the goods. This cir- i 
cumstance appeared rather suspicious, 


and was thefirst link to connect the 
firm of Cuthbert & Cunningham with 
the transaction. Again, the order 
for the delivery of the goods to Fa- 
bian was endorsed by this firm, with- 
out which endorsement the goods 
could not haye been delivered. 

The six names signed to the bonds, 
like that of Clancy, also turn out to 
be mythical individuals, which proves 
that at least one or more clerks in the 
custom house have been poy to the 
whole transaction, as the law requires 
that sureties signing bonds for the 
export of bonded goods must come 
forward in person and qualify as to 
their solvency ; but in this case it 
turns out that the six names signed 
to the bonds are fictitious, no such 
persons having a local habitation or 
name in the community. 

The names of the parties in the 
custom house who have lent them- 
selves to this gross swindle are known 
to the officers of the United States 
Marshal, and ina few days some of 
the most startling developments in 
connection with this case are expect- 
ed to be unfolded to the public.

A Really National Thanksgiving, 


The President of the United States 
has designated Thursday, the 7th of 
December, as a day cf national 
thanksgiving, when the people are to 
render thanks for many blessings, 
but particularly for this: that “it has 
pleased Almighty God, during the 
year which is now coming to an end, 
to relieve our beloved country from 
the fearful scourge of civil war, and 
to permit us to secure the blessings 
of peace, unity and harmony, with a 
great enlargement of civil liberty.” 
The choice of the day and of the 
terms in which the proclamation is 
worded has its significance, and shows 
the original bent of President John- j 
son’s mind. People may wonder why | 
it is that the anniversary is changed | 
from the last week in November to | 
the first week in December, The | 
reason is obvious to us, and will be | 
recognized as cogent and proper by | 
all. It is simply this: Congress meets | 
on the first Monday in December, 
just three days before Thanksgiving. 
Our practical-minded President is de- 
termined that then, for the first time | 
in four years, the representatives of | 
every State in the Union shall have 
seats in the great council chamber of 
the nation; and he realizes that it is 
only when that is accomplished, when 
the States are rehabilitated, when 
North and South meet together again 
in amity, that a real true national 
thanksgiving can be observed. If 
there be any obstacle songht to be in- 
terposed to the organization of Con- 
gress by fanatics who are resolved to 
clothe the negro with all political 
rights, Mr. Johnson will be justified 
in having such obstacles brushed 
aside, in order that the people of the 
United States may enjoy their nation- 
al thanksgiving. It is a capital idea, 
worthy of the head that gave birth 
to it. 

In its terms, too, the proclamation 
is note-worthy. The President does 
not spexk of the attainment of the 
most comprehensive civil liberties, 
but he does speak of the attainment 
of “a great enlargement of civil lib- 
erty.” The former would have em- 
braced the dogma of negro suiirage, 
and President Johnson has not yet 
given in his adhesion to it. But he 
recognizes that in the abolition of 
negro slavery the country has largely 
advanced inthe way of civil liberty.

The Lynchburg Frecdmen. 


Mr. Wm. M. Burwell, who is en- 
d in writing a series of letters 

‘om the South to the National Intel- 
ligencer, gives the following account 
of the condition and prospects of the 
freedmen of Lynchburg and neigh- 
borhood, in a recent letter to that pa- 
per : 

But this social condition is not so 
much changed afterall. The negro 
is the laborer and the menial as be- 
fore. He now collects his own hires, 
with which to pay his own rent, cloth- 
ing, taxes, and doctor's bills. In 
other respects, his relation to his for- 
mer master has undergone very little 
alteration. The Freedmen’s Bureau 
here seems to be in perfect accord 
with the people, and the problem de- 
yolves for solution upon those alone 
interested—the citizen and negro. In 
this matter, the Bureau and the mili- 
tary authorities have perhaps under- 
gone a conviction similar to that of 
General Slocum and others who have 
heen for some years in the South, and 
have thereby become familiar with 
the true relation of the races. With 
the first occupation of Lynchburg, 
allwasconfusion. The negroes crowd- 
ed from the country with the most 
exaggerated ideas of their new con- 
dition. Orders were issued requiring 
their former owners to feed and em- 
ploy them. Rations were issued to 
those who applied for them. This 
produced an interruption of the farm- 
ing operations, which threatened a 
famine. A new set of orders were is- 
sued, a little more stringent upon the 
negro. He was excluded from the 
city, or put to work if he came. The 
people employed the negroes upon 
terms satisfactory to them, and the 
authorities enforced the contracts. 
Hence, all parties seem very well sa- 
tisfied, and the authorities seemed dis- 
posed to entrust the negro to the care 
of those who have reared him and who 
understend his industrial constitution 
better than any amateur can possibly 
do, however high may be his science 
upon thissubject. Itis proposed that 
the farmers s hold a conyention at 
which the regulations of labor and 
the condition of the negro shall be 
reduced to a practical system, and 
presented to the Legislature for en- 
actments. In furtherconnection with 
the i Be subject, it may „e men- 
tioned that a very intelligent colored 
man, named Mark Nuckles, has or- 
ganized a party of about one hundred 
and sixty colored persons, mostly men, 
among whom are many valuable me- 
chanics. This party intend to emi- 
grate to Liberia. They have received 
aid and encouragement from the 
Colonization Society, and will make 
the experiment of regenerating Africa 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 


PRESIDENT JoHNSON’s Posirroy.— 
The substance of President Johnson's 
remarks on the subject of reconstruc- 
tion in the Southern States, during a 
revent private interview with him, is 
given, with the President’s approval, 
by Major George L. Stourns, of Mas- 
sachusctts. The President, in reply 
to the remark that the Democrats 
claimed that he had gone over tothem, 
intimated that the Democratie party 
discovered that he was in advance of 
it, and that it was now trying to come 
up to his standard, and he hoped it 
He re- 
enunciated his doctrine that, notwith- 
standing the so-caiied secession of 
certain States, they were never out of 
the Union, but that by their rebel- 
lious course they had forfeited their 
civil government, to reconstruct the 
machinery of which, as soon as prac- 
ticable, he considers the chief duty 
oi the time. This, he says, cannot 
be done in a moment ; but such great 
and happy progress is being made in 
it that the results sometimes appear 
to him like a dream. He did not ex- 


pect to forever deprive of their for- | 


mer civil rights even a majority of 
those who were excluded in the am- 
nesty proclamation ; but he intended 


that they shonld sue for pardon, and | 


thus renlize the enormity of their 
crime. He is in favor of allowing 
those negroes who have served in the 
army, those who can read and write, 
and those who are possessed of cer- 
tain other qualifications, to vote, but 
does not think it is politic or that he 
has the right to force these conditions 
on the people of the South, thongh 
he believes that they will, ere long, 
concede this privilege to the freed- 
men. The President also favors bas- 
ing representation in Congress on the 
number of qualified voters, instead of 
on population, as at present.

tinctnre of quassia, with which I at! 
once inoculated three natives, ail of | 
whom appeared to be in a very hope- 

laces state. Two recovered, as usual, | 
very rapidiy, the third sank, being 
too far gone before I arrived. The 
native doctor, or bakim, was aston- 
ished, and pronounced it to be like 
‘hadu’ (witcheraft,) and entreated me 
to instruct him in the mystery, which | 
I very gladly did, and he practised it 
with astonishing success. At other 
parts of the country in the North- 
west provinces my efforts with the 
qunssia were the means of saving 
several lives, one of a servant whom 
I much valued. Icould quote many 
instances were it needful, but fearing 
to trespass on the fair amount of space 
you may accord to this letter, let me 
add, that the inoculation may be done 
by anybody with sense enough to 
avoid making an incision into one of 
the principal veins, the quassia is 
dropped into the wound, the body 
should be shampooed, and nothing 
given to the patient but cool water in 
small quantities. Cramps rapidly 
cease, and fair circulation of the blood 
is restored, the invariable exclamation 
of the invalid on recovering consci- 
ousness being ‘Hum gurhm hota hei,’ 
(I'm getting warm,) with a great sigh 
of relief ; a relapse during the first 
few hours may be feared; in such a 
case a second inoculation in two or 
more places must be perfomed.

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and it is delightful to see in his letters | 
and in his dieries with what eagerness | 
he sounded her praisez. He writes to 
his mother in 1813: 

‘You cannot imagine what a sensa- 
tion Bessy excited at the ball the 
other night. She was prettily dressed, 
and certainly looked very beautiful. 
I never saw so much admiration ex- 
cited. It strikes everybody almost 
that sees her how like the form and | 
expressions of her face are to Cata- | 
lini’s!” 

Aud so through all his letters and 
journals, he is never tired of referring | 
to her—-quotiug what she said, telling | 
| What she did, describing how she | 
| looked, and recording how she was | 
| admirel. He married her in 1811, 
| and her history is summed up in this | 
; one phrase—that she was the delight 
| of his life. She does not appear to 
| oceupy a great place in his poetry; 
| but it is one of the curious traits of 
many & poet that he is excited to sing 
| less by the mistress of his heart than 
by some imaginary heroine, or by 
some beauty that kindles a passing 
ilmne. Mrs. Moore was not a Lesbia, 
nor a Beatrice, nor a Laura, nor a 
Highland Mary, destined in song to 
live forever; but as much as any of 
these, if not more, she wasa poets 
idol.

Tre CHOLERA IN Parrs.—The Paris 
correspondent of the London Times 
writes, October 7 : 

There is no doubt that the cholera 
has been in Paris for several days past. 
It is not easy to obtain a correct ac- 
count of the cases. Two days 
there were from forty to fifty in the 
hospitals, and about twenty desths. 
It is said to have been brought to 
Monmartre by a person just arrived 
from Marseilles, and who was the first 
victim. It has also made its appear. 
ance here and there in some of the 
neighboring villages. Those who 
were first attacked were persons suf- 
fering from illness or destitution. 
About fifty or sixty cases were re- 
ported yesterday. : 

From various accounts it would ap- 

ear, however, that the cases are iso- 

ted, and up to the present time do 
not present an epidemic character, 
and the average mortality is compars- 
tively low. Itis eertain that at this 
season there is always more or less of 
cholera in Paris. The change in the 
temperature for the last few days, 
with a cold breeze in the morning and 
evening, jnstifies the hope that the” 
malady will not assume any great pro- 
portions. 

‘The information we have received,’ 
observes a well-informed Paris paper, 
‘enables ns to state that, if there 
exist isolated cases of cholera, there 
is not at the present any appearance 
of epidemic, The considerable lower- 
ing of the temperature cannot fail to 
make the few cases of the malady 
disappear.’ 


DIRECT IMPORTATION INTO Sr. Lorts. 
Louis Democrat says that a 
merchant left that city on Tuesday, 
commissioned by a half dozen firnis 
to visit the markets of Great Britain, 
to make purchases of bi-carbonate of 
soda, sal-soda, soda ash, caustie soda, 
Scotch pig iron, and Liverpool salt, 
and charter a vessel to bring the same 
to New Orleans.

STEAMBOAT EXPLOSION. * 
Great Loss of Life. 


Nineteen lives were lost by the explosion of 

, the steamer St. John, near New York, on Sat- 
urday the 28th ult. The living and dead were 

robbed after the atcident, during the passage of 
the boat to New York. 

We take from a detailed account in the New 
York Tribune the following particulars of the 
terrible disaster : 

| The accident was occasioned by the burstiog 
of the .etarboard boiler, almost immediately

| ward ofthe wheelhouse. The aperture in the 
| boller is about eight feet long arfd two and a 
| half feet in width, and is situated near the top 
of the boiler, but inclining toward the interior

| It isthe opinion of Engineer Hook and oth- 
| ers that the accident was occasioned by a defect 
in the boilers, the.material of which, they say, 
| was composed of what is called “sand iron” — 
| an inferior, brittle kind of iron, which is some- 
| times used in the wanufactare of boilers on ac- 
count of its cheapness. A scene of ruin and 
‘horror was presented, which can only be imag- 
| ined by those who are familiar with battle-fields, 
| and which cannot be described with accuracy. 
| There, in the centre of the gorgeous salvon, 
| surrounded by gilded walls, elaborate chande- 
| liers, and covergd- with velvet carpets of blue

Thrilling Account by an Eye witness. 

A gentleman who was on board the boat at 
the time of the explosion gives the fullowing 
thrilling account : 

I thiuk the accident ocenrred a few minutes 
before six in the morning. At least I remem- 
ber that it was just twenty minutes before six 
when I arose from my berth to dress myself, as 
[ thought we must be nearing the city, and I 
wanted to be on shore as soon as possible. My 
state-room was situated in the forward part of 
the cabin, on the port side. I looked out of 
the window and saw that the western sky was 
just brightening with the reflection of daylight 
from the cast, and then opening the door, step- 
ped out into the saloon, which was dimly lit, 
only one or two burners of the main chandelier 
being lighted. 

I had hardly reached the centre of We saloon, 
on my way out to the open air, before I heard 
a strange report which thrilled me with uwac- 
countable apprehension. It was not so loud as 
it was deep and terrible, I once heard some

The air was also filled with a peculiar odor of a 
sulphurous character. 

These incidents would have made bat slight 
impression on the wind of Mr Lumley, bat for 
the fact that on the ensuing day he discovered, 
ut a distance of about two miles from his camp- 
ing place, that, as far ashe could sce in cither 
direction, a path had been cut through the fur: 
vst, several rods wide—giant-trees uprooted or 
broken off near the ground—the tops of hills 
shaved off, and the earth plowed up in many 
places. Great aud wide-spread havoc was every 
where visible. Following up this track of deso- 
lation, he soon ascertained the cause of it ia the 
shape of an immense stone that bad beca driv- 
cn into the side of a mountain. But now comes 
the most remarkable part of the story. An ex- 
amination of this stone, or so much of it as was 
visible, showed that it had been divided inte 
compartments, and that, in various places i was 
carved with cuwious hieroglyphics. More than 
this, Mr Lumley also discovered fragments of a 
substance resembling glass, aod here and there 
dark stains, as though caused by a liquid. Le 
is confident that the hieroglyphics were tle 
work of buman hands, and that the stone itself, 
although but a fragment of aw immense body, 
must have been used for some purpose by ani- - 
mated beings.
